LONDON, Sept. 20. 
FOLLOWING is the tert of the 
statement issued at the resi- 
dence of the Prime Minister on 
the momentous measures taken 
by the Government to cope with 
the financial situation: 


His Majesty’s Government 
have decided after consultation 
with the Bank of England that 
it has become necessary to sus- 
pend for the time being opera- 
tion of the sub-section of the 
gold standard act of 1925 which 
required the bank to sell gold at 
a fixed price. 


A bill for this purpose will 
be introduced immediately and 
it is the intention of his majes- 
ty’s Government to ask Parlia- 
ment to pass it through all its 
stages on Monday, the 2ist of 
September. In the meantime; 
the Bank of England has been 
authorized to proceed accorde-. 
ingly in anticipation of the ac- 
tion of. Parliament. 

The reasons which led to this 
decision are as follows: 

Since the -niddle of July, 
funds amounting to more than 
£200,000,000 (approximately $1,- 
000,000,000) have been with- 
drawn from the London market. 
The withdrawals have been met 
partly from gold and foreign 
currency held by the Bank of 
England, partly from proceeds 
of a credit of £50,000,000 
($250,000,000) which’ shortly 
matures, secured by the Bank of 
England from New York and 
Paris, and partly from proceeds 
of French and American credits 
amounting to £80,000,000 
($400,000,000) recently ob- 
tained by the Government. 


Why Steps Are Taken. 

During the last few days, 
withdrawals of foreign balances 
have accelerated so sharply that 
His Majesty’s Government felt 
it was beund to take the deci- 
sion mentioned above. 

This decision will, of course, 
not affect obligations of His 
Majesty’s Government or of the 
Bank of England which are 
payable in foreign currencies. 

Gold holdings of the Bank of 
England amount to some £130,- 
000,000 ($650,000,000) and, 
having regard to contingencies 
which r.ay have to be met, it is 
inadvisable to allow this reserve 
to be further reduced.

Banks will be open as usual for

It has been arranged that the 
Stock Exchange shall not be 
opened on Monday, the day on 
Which Parliament is passing 
neces-iry legislation.

His» Majesty's Government 
have no reason to believe that 
the present difficulties are due 
to any substantial extent to the 
export of capital by British na- 
tionals. Undoubtedly the bulk 
of withdrawals has been for for- 
eign accounts. 

They desire, however, to re- 
peat emphatically the warning 
given by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer that any British cit- 
izen who increases the strain on 
exchanges by purchasing  for- 
eign securities himself or as- 
sists others tm do so is deliber- 
ately adding to the country’s 
difficulties. «2 

Country's Position Sound, 

The banks have undertaken 
to co-operate in restricting the 
purchase by British citizens of 
foreign exchanges except those 
required for actual needs of 
trade or for meeting existing 
contracts, and should further 
measures prove to be advisable, 
his majesty’s Government will 
not hesitate to take them. 

His Majesty’s Government 
has arrived at its decision 
with the greatest reluctance. 
But during the last 10 days the 
international financial markets 
have become demoralized and 
have been liquidating their ster- 
ling assets regardless of their 
intrinsic worth. In the circum- 
stances there was no alterna- 
tive but to protect the financial 
position of this country by the 
only means at our-~ disposal. 

His Majesty’s Government 
is securing a balanced budget 
and the internal position of this 
country is sound. This position 
Liust be maintained. It is one 
thing to go off the gold stand- 
ard with an unbalanced budget 
and uncontrolled inflation. It 
is quite another thing to take 
this measure, not because of 
internal financial difficulties, 
but because of excessive with- 
drawals of borrowed capital. 

The ultimate resources of this 
country are enormous and there 
is no doubt that the present ex- 
change difficulties will prove 
only temporary.

WHAT GOLD STANDARD IS; 
MEANING OF SUSPENSION 
BY BRITISH GOVERNMENT

HE gold standard of ex- 
T crane is normally in use by 

virtually every cfvilized na- 
tion of the world: It is predi- 
cated on the fact that paper 
money of a country's bank of fs- 
sue is redeemable in goll on de- 
mand. 

The susp-.nsion of gold pay- 
ments in Great Britain means 
that the Bank of England is not 
bound now under an act of Par- 
liament of 1925 to buy gold bul- 
lion of stipulated standards for 
$ pounds, 17. shillings, 10% 
pence per troy ounce. The act 
of Parliament in effect resulted 
in the Bri ‘=h pound sterling be- 
ing equivalent normally to 
$4.86 %. 

In the British foreign ex- 
change 1. rket, recently with 
the pound sterling available be- 
low its gold parity, in relation 
to other  -urrencies, it has been 
profitable for banks to acquire 
sterling pounds in the market, 
convert them into gold at parity, 
and then convert the gold into 
other currencies by exporting 
the gold.

President Says U. S. Must 
Not Increase Expenditures 


Continued From Page One, 


country which you fought to pre- 
serve. You have proved your de- 
votion in camp and battle. You 
have built up your organization to 
serve in peace as well as in war. 

“You are aware that during the 
past year our national _ exnendi- 
tures have exceeded our in-conie. 
Today the national Government is 
faced with another large deficit in 
its budget. 

“There is a decrease in the an- 
nual yield of income taxes alone 
from $2,400,000,000 in the years 
of prosperity to only $1,200,000,009 
today. Simultaneously we are car- 
rying a high and necessary extra 
burden of public works in aid to 
the unemployed, in aids to agri- 
culture and of increased benefits 
and services to veterans. 

“In these circumstances I am di- 
recting the most drastic economy 
in every nonvital branch of Gov- 
ernment, yet the essential ‘services 
must be maintained. These ob- 
viously include continued provision 
for our disabled veterans and the 
continuation of our present pro- 
grams of work for the unemployed 
and aids to agriculture. 

“Whatever the arguments made, 
do not be misled by those who 
say that we need only to tax the 
rich to secure the funds we need. 
We must face the absolute fact 
that the rich can be taxed to the 
point of diminishing returns, and 
still the deficit in our ordinary 
and necessary expenditures would 
not be covered.even upon a basis 
of the utmost economy. Make no 
mistake; in these circumstances it 
is those who work in the fields, at 
the bench and desk who would be 
forced to carry an added burden 
for every added cent to our expen- 


ditures. 
Must Not Increase Costs. 

‘whatever the deficit may be 
and in whatever manner it may 
ultimately be met, every additional 
expenditure placed upon our Gov- 
ernment in this emergency magni- 
fies itself out of all proportion 
into intolerable pressures, whether 
it is by taxation or by loans. Either 
loans or taxes beyond the very 
minimum necessities of Govern- 
ment will drain the resources of 
industry and commerce and in turn 
will increase unemployment. 

“Such action can easily defeat 
our hopes, our plans and our best 
efforts for the recovery of our 
country and so indefinitely delay 
the -return of prosperity and em- 
ployment. We can carry our prcs- 
ent expenditures without jeopardy 
to national stability. We can carry 
no more without grave risks. 

“The imperative moment has 
come when increase in Govern- 
ment expenditures must be avoid- 
ed, whether it be ill-considered, 
hasty, or uninformed legislation of 
any kind, or whether it be for new 
services meritorious in them- 
selves. Any alternative will strike 
down the earnest efforts of the 
citizenry of our nation to start us 
back upon the economic paths to 
which we must return if we and 
our children are to have the des- 
tiny which eyéryone has the right 
to hope and the heart to give to 
them. ° 

“During the past week your na- 
tional commander and the mem- 
bers of the Legion's Employment 
Committee came to me and offered 
to the nation the combined strength 
of your million men and your 10,- 
000 posts to help in relief over’ the 
winter. I here accept that offer 
with thanks of the nation in the 
fine spirit in which iv was submit- 
ted. , 

“But ther is today an even 
greater service to our country. That 
is the determined opposition by you 


to additional demands upon the na- 


tion until we have won this war 
against world depression. I am not 
speaking alone of ve. .ans’ legisla- 
tion, which has been urged for ac- 
tton at this convention, but -I am 
speaking equally of demands for 
every other project proposed in the 
country which would require in- 
creased Federal expenditure. It is 
an attitude and an action toward 
the whole field of Government ex- 
penditures that is before us. 

“The first st.ne in the founda- 
tions of stability and recovery, both 
at home and in the world, is the 
stability of the Government of the 
United States. It is my purpose to 
maintain that stability, and I invite 
you to enlist in that fight. 

“The country’s need of this serv- 
ice is second only to war. I invite 
you to study the relation of-their 
Governmental finance to the daily 
welfare and security of every man, 
woman and child in the history of 
Europe during the past six months 
alone. It is for us to observe these 
lessons and to be helpful, but our 
first duty is to the people of the 
United States. Nothing would give 
a greater glow of confidence to 
our country today than your enlist- 
ment and the vigorous support 
you can bring to this effort to pre- 
vent additional burden on the 
Government from any quarter 
whatsoever. 

“You would not have the Presi- 
dent of the United States plead 
with any citizen or any group of 
citizens for any course of action. 
I made no plea to you. But you 
would have your President point 
out the path of service in this 
nation. That I am doing now. 

Recalls Close of War: 

*“‘My mind goes back to the days 
of the war where you and I serve 
in our appointed tasks. At the end 
of those years of heart sickness 
over the misery of it all, when the 
peace came, you and I knew that 
the wounds of the world were un- 
healed and that there would be 
further emergencies still before our 
country and the world when self- 
denial and courageous service must 


be given. 


“Your organization was born at 
that time and dedicated to that 
service by the very preamble to 
its constitution. No man can doubt 
the character and idealism of men 
who have gone into the trenches 
in defense of their country. I have 
that faith. This is'an emergency 
and these are the times for service 
to which we must put full heart 
and purpose to help and not re- 
tard the return of the happy days 
we know are ahead of your coun- 
try and mine. 

“With the guidance of the Al- 
mighty God, with the same faith, 
courage and self-sacrifice with 
which you, backed by the nation, 
won victory 14 years ago, so shall 
we win victory today.” 

Legionnaires Cheer Hoover.

Hundreds of persons ran into 
the streets in localities where the 
shocks were most severe. Deep 
rumbling accompanied the tre- 
mors. 

Three disturbances were record- 
ed last night and today by the 
seismograph at St. Louis Univer- 
sity. The first impulses, at 5:06 
p. m. yesterday, originated about 
350 miles away. Disturbances at 
an estimated distance of 6180 miles 
were recorded at 8:33 and 8:43 p. 
m. yesterday and at 4:47 and 5:26 
a. m. today. The direction could 
not be determined. 


was no loud demonstration until 
Mr. Hoover took the platform to 
begin his speech.

Ralph T. O'Neill, national com- 
mander of the Legion, introduced 
the President and after flashlights 
were taken Mr. Hoover began his 
address. 

Two national radio networks 
carried the speech to the nation. 

The audience frequently inter- 
rupted the President with loud ap- 
plause. 

A telegram from Gen. John J. 
Pershing, which was read to the 
convention, also called upon the 
Legion to meet present-day prob- 
lems in the same spirit shown in 
war. Gen. Charles P. Summerall 
made a brief address. 

Gen. Pershing’s telegram a@ert- 
ed that “America must lead the 
way back to prosperity,” and ex- 
pressed the belief that the Legion 
members ‘“‘can win the battle of to- 
day against depression and discon- 
tent. Veterans,” he said, ‘‘can ex- 
ert a decisive influence on the pres- 
ent situation” and no veteran 
should be “‘swayed by personal in- 
terest.” 

Newton D. Baker Speaks. 

Newton D. Baker, war time Sec- 
retary of War, made an appeal to 
the Legion members to display the 
same “reckless courage’ they re- 
vealed in the war in solving the 
problems of the present age. Bak- 
er’s speech did not deal with con- 
troversial subjects. He declared 
that the United States is in a posi- 
tion to take the lead for world 
peace and that it is the task of the 
nation to lead the world “morally, 
spiritually and intellectually.” 

The speaker declared that the 
greatest loss from the World War 
was the “loss of faith” and added 
that what is needed most now is 
not merely business confidence but 
that “higher faith’’ in the free in- 
stitutions of a democracy. 

Europe, Baker said, is now pining 
for security and living in ‘grave 
anxiety lest another war start with- 
in the next few years. 

The United States, he declared, 
is the only nation “big enough and 
brave enough” to say to the world 
that “we not only demand peace, 
we intend to have-it.”

One school of economic thought 
holds that the policy pursued by 
France and other nations was the 
better way, and Great. Britain 
might be better off if she had 
never struggled back to the pre- 
war gold basis as she did in 1925, 
after slipping off in 1914. But 
leading British bankers felt after 
the war was over that Great Brit- 
ain must make every move to 
maintain her enviable credit stand- 
ing which for generations had 
made her the world’s principal 
banker. 


How Gold Standard Works. 

Under>the gold standard, the 
yellow metal is the final basis. of 
the settlement of international pay- 
ments. When a nation’s payments 
abroad exceed payments to it from 
foreign countries, it must be pre- 
pared to settle this outgoing excesr 
of payments with the metal. 

If its outgoing payments so _ex- 
ceed the incoming payments that 
it can no longer pay in gold, it has 
to abandon the gold standard. 
This, in substance, has now hap- 
pened again to England, as it did 
to all the major Powers with the 
exception of the United States dur- 
ing the World War. 

Settlement by gold works roughly 
in this way: Great Britain, for 
instance, is buying more dollars 
and francs to settle outgoing pay- 
ments to France and America than 


these countries are buying sterling 


to settle payments going to Great 
Britain. 

This creates in the foreign ex- 
change market a surplus. of ster- 
ling and a scarcity of dollars and 
francs. The market price of ster- 
ling then goes somewhat below the 
value of the fixed amount of gold 
at which it is redeemable. 

Redemption of Pounds. 

It therefore becomes profitable 

to take British pounds bought in 


payments. 
_ Since the balance of payments 
became severely adverse to En- 
gland, as result of the crisis start- 
ing in. Vienna.and spreading quick- 
ly to Germany in June, there has 
beeh a steady demand for her gold. 
She*has -een able to check gold 
payments to a considerable extent 
by supporting the open market 
rice of her own currency with the 
5660,000,000 Franco - American 
‘credits obtained in August. 

In recent weeks, however, unset- 
tlement in such countries as Hol- 
land, Sweden and Switzerland, as 
well as Latin America, have result- 


"ed in large withdrawals of funds 


which they have normally kept on 
deposit in London, and the ~“ranco- 


.American credit became so near ex- 


hausted that England decided vir- 
tually to abandon support of ster- 
ling and to cease settlements by 
‘gold. ‘ 

Balance of Payments. 


Successful working of the gold 
standard calls for a reasonably 
close alance of payments between 
the leading countries, and, in more 
or -:ss settled times, has worked 
satisfactorily. The World War. 
however, completely distupted the 
normal interflow of funds. The 
leading Powers-struggled for years 
back to the gold basis after the 
war, Japan finally resuming gold 
payments in 1930. 

Nevertheless, the post-war flow 
of funds has remained erratic. 
France sent much of her money to 
London and New York during the 
War, and when she ivok it back 
drew a large flow of gold, building 
up France’s gold stocks to more 
than $2,000,000,000. T*e flow of 
payments to the United States has 
built up her gold to more than $5,- 
000,000,000. Great Britain now has 
only $650,000,000, and Germany 
little more than half that. 

In the 1890's, the United States 
clung to the gold standard only by 
the skin of its teet).. At one time 
funds obtained abroad by American 
banks came in the nick of time to 
prevent the Treasury from suspend- 


fing gold payments.

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TELLS OF MURDER PLOT 
10 GET INSURANCE 


Companion Accuses Washing- 
ton Man Whose Wife arid 
Step-Child Were Drowned. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — Ac- 


cused of a murder plot to obtain 
insurance money, Harry C. Wim- 
bley was questioned by capital de- 
fectives in an efiort to shake his 


story. Police say Wimbley’s com- 
panion, John Crowder, confessed 
that the drowning of Wimbley’s sec- 
ond wife and her 3-year-old daugh- 
ter in the Chésapeake and Ohio 
Canal last Thursday was premed- 
itated. 

Crowder told also of an earlier 
plot to sandbag and then burn not 
only Mrs. Wimbley and her child, 
but also her mother and father, 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Tench, in 
their Derfdron (Va.) home. 

Crowder told of purchasing a 
revolver with Wimpbley’s money, 
and of buying a five-gallon con- 
tainer of gasoline in Richmond, Va., 
while on the way to the Tench 
home. Before their arrival, he 
said, they fashioned two sandbags 
from a piece of cloth covering the 
front seat of their hired automo- 
bile. Crowder said this plan never 
was carried out, because he de- 
murred. 

Describing the death of Mrs. 
Wimbley and her child in the ca- 
nal, Crowder said he had acci- 
dentally turned over the canoe in 
which they were riding. Earlier, 
he said, Wimbley had motioned 


him to turn it over and tater had 
usked him why he had not done go. 

Wimbley did not rush to the res- 
cue of the woman and child, Crow- 
der said. Crowder explained that 
he ran to call the rescue squad, and 
upon his return found Wimbley 
pulling his wife’s body out of the 
water. 

In describing the alleged plot to 
burn the family, Crowder queted 
Wimbley as saying that the $10,- 
000 accident insurance policy Mrs. 
Wimbley carried®would bring dou- 
ble indemnity if death resulted 
from burns. ~ 

Police say Wimbley has been 
married three times. Under the 


alias of Howard C. Dickerson, they | 


said he married Miss Ida May 
Graves six months ago, although 
he was married at the time. Po- 
lice said Wimbley had a third wife 
in Baltimore, from whom he said 
he had been divorced. 

Wimbley denied killing his wife 
and stepdaughter, but said he had 
signed his wife’s name to the in- 
surance policy.

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14 DEAD, 60 HURT IN JAPAN’S 


WORST EARTHQUAKE OF YEAR 


Fissures Opened inTokio Streets—150 Homes 
Collapse Including Famous Temple 
at Kumagai. | 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Sept. 21.—Mid-Japan 


was shaken today by another se- 


vere earthquake which caused 14 
deaths and injuries to 60 in Sait- 
ama and Gumma prefectures alone. 
In Saitama prefecture 150 houses 
collapsed, including the famous 
Temple of Hikawa in Kumagai. 
Landslides interrupted § railway 
travel on several lines and 17 tele- 
graph and telephone trunk lines 
were put out of commission, cut- 
ting off communication with Kobe, 
Dairen, Kumamoto and Hakodate 
Thirty-two other trunk lines gave 
way in the metropolitan area. 
Seismologists said the quake was 
the most severe this year. The 
shocks were felt over a wide area 
through the Kanto and Kansai dis- 
tricts, although the damage was 
concentrated in Saitama and 
Gumma prefectures. 
Factory buildings were among 
the sufferers, several tall chimneys 
toppling. Roads were cracked. 


Here and in Yokohama thousands| 


were frightened by the shocks, 
tushing into the streets. 

Shinichi Kunitomi, seismologist 
at the Central Observatory, pre- 
dicted further shocks within the 
next few days. He left immediate- 
ly for Saitama and Gumma prefec- 
tures to inspect the epicenter of to- 
day’s quake. The Tokio munici- 
pality also sent a relief party, in- 
cluding physicians and nurses. 


Department stores and other 
business places, which were 
thronged with morning shoppers, 
witnessed scenes bordering on 
panic. 

Fissures appeared in the pave- 
ment of many Tokio streets. 

Slight after-shocks were felt fn 
Tokfd> this afternoon, again fright- 
ening the populace. 


Losses in crockery shops in Tokio 
and Yokohama where dfshes and 
glassware crashed, were not expect- 
ed to be extensive, as dealers have 
learned to keep such articies where 
the damage will be least when a 
shock occurs. 


LINDBERGHS MAKE 


AERIAL SURVEY Of 
CHINA FLOOD AREA 


Colonel and Wife Place 
Themselves and Their 
Plane at Disposal of Nan- 
king Government. _ 


By the Associated Press. 
NANKING, China, Sept 21.—Col. 


and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
volunteering their services to the 
Chinese Government for relief 
work, made an aerial survey of the 
flood-stricken sections of Northern 
Kiangsu Province today. 

They left here at 7:45 a. m. for 
the Grand Canal area of Kiangsu, 
some 500 miles distant, and re- 


turned at 4 p. m. 

The survey flight was the re- 
sult of am offer by the Colonel! and 
Mrs. Lindbergh to place them- 
selves and their plane at the dis- 
posal of the Government to help in 
the flood emergency. It was ac- 
cepted with thanks by Chiang Kai- 
shek, head of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, and T. V. Soong, Finance 
Minister. 

The region for which the flyers 
headed was inundated late in Au- 
gust. The loss of life was estimat- 
ed at 100,000 in five countie~ along 
the Grand Canal, Destruction in 
that area was 50 thorough, how- 
that no means of making @ 
reliable survey have been availa- 
ble. Lindbergh took a camera, 
hoping to obtain useful pictures. 

At Lindbergh's suggestion, all 
social functions planned here in 
honor of Mrs. Lindbergh and him- 
self were cancelled to enable them 
to devote their full time to flood 
relief work. 

After accepting Lindbergh's of- 
fer to help, Soong sent two experts 
of the flood relief commission 
from Shanghgai to Nanking to 
confer with the flyers on the most 
effective way of using their plane. 
In view of the fact that the Lind- 
bergh plane has a_ long cruising 
range, they decided it would be 
most useful in surveying Northern 

angsu.

ately to Letus Lake here, where 
they had landed last week after 
their flight from Fukuoka, Japan, 
and took off in 10 minutes.

Mexico ruled gold entirely from 
circulation and, while a theoretical 
gold standard still prevails, all 
business is done in silver coin. Pre- 
dictions that the change would 
send the silver peso to its intrinsic 
value of more than eight to the 
doliar have not been borne out. 
Before the reform was enacted 
the peso was quoted at about 2.5 
to the dollar and its fall to about 
three to one has had a salutary 
effect on business in some parts of 
the country. In Yucatan it has 
allowed cheaper production of hen- 
nequin, which is sold abroad on @ 
dollar basis, and thus has given the 
Mexican producers an advantage 
over Javanese and other competi-

young political worker. 

The postmaster concerned is real- 
ly a postmistress, Miss Molly Stew- 
art, head of the postoffice at UOx- 
ford, Md. “Miss Molly,” as she is 


i known far and wide on the eactern 
| shore of Maryland, has been huld- 
ing down the job for 564 years. Pres- 
ident Rutherford B. Hayes 4ap- 
pointed her four days after his in- 
auguration, and she has served 
without a break ever since. 

During the earlier years of her 
tenure, the traffic was light and 
the pay was extremely small. It 
was so small, in fact, that no man 
could be induced to take the job. 
Consequently, “Miss Molly” was 
able, after discharging her duties 
at the postoffice to deliver mail to 
persons unable to call for it, carry 
messages, nurse the sick, look after 
the neighbors’ children and make 
herself generally useful. She was 
young then. 

In recent years the importance 
of the office has increased, and 
the present salary of the postmis- 
tress is $1800 a year. 

Examination Is Held. 

Prior to 1928, it appears, there 
had been no more curiosity about 
“Miss Molly's” politics than there 
was about political affiliations of 
the good Samaritan. She had been 
'a local institution for more than a 
‘generation. But last year there 
|was gossip’among politicians to the 
‘effect that “‘Miss Molly” has not 
busied herself in President Hoo- 
yer’s behalf, to the extent expected 
of an officeholder under a Repub- 
lican administration. 

Her present term expired about 
that time and it became known 
that United States Senator Golds- 
borough (Rep.), planned to replace 
her with George E. Dobson, a 
young political worker, and an 
original Hoover man. Accordingly, 
a civil examination was held and 
Dobson, “‘Miss Molly” and two 
other candidates took it. 

The result dispelled any doubt 
that might hive existed as to 
“Miss Molly’s’” capacity. Notwith- 
standing her years, she led the list 
with a grading of 78.50, young 
Dobson bringing up the rear with 
a lamentable 52. Nevertheless, she 
was not reappointed and a few 
weeks ago another examination 
was ordered held. It was revealed 
that Dobson had been undergoing 
some intensive tutoring in the mat- 
ters which an applicant is sup- 
posed to know.

Thinks We Should Look to Europe. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE POST-DISPATCH takes off its 


hat to Lawyer Anderson of the Wick- 
ersham Commission for his analysis of 
lawlessness in this country. I cannot join 
in its approval of this lengthy and rather 
ponderous exposition. 

To my mind, the explanation of this 
era of crime and corruption is transpar- 
ently simple and capable of being com- 
pressed into two words: National ado- 
lescence. Figuratively, this nation is a 
big boy who at an -arly age, ran away 
from home and, bereft of wholesome in- 
fluences, became decidedly “tough.” Be- 
fore the Revolution, European culture 
breathed a mollifying influence on colo- 
nial life. Sons of wealthy families sought 
learning and polish at foreign univer- 
sities and in close association with Old 
World life. Independence snapped the 
cord through which had been “lowing the 
indefinable spirit of past ages. Our con- 
tinent became an enlarged Robinson Cru- 
soe’s island. We turned our faces from 
the sea and began a struggle to reclaim 
an empire from the wild. A measure of 
scholarship and «rlture nourished on 
, Southern plantations persisted through 
the period of the Virginia Presidents, 
but, with the ccrival of Andrew Jackson, 
the rugged and untutored spirit of the 
frontier gained full sway. The crudities 
that invariably accompany {isolation from 
the ancient springs of refinement set 
their unmistakable brand upon us. 

A character thus nurtured without a 
guiding hand fell an ec-sy victim to its 
own ungoverned passions. The winning 
of the West was an epic in which “bad 
men” and lawlessness played a conspicu- 
ous part. With the subduing of the wil- 
derness and he accumulation of wealth, 
the corruptive influence of gold became 
more pronounced. The lares and penates 
which our ancestors had brought across 
seas were thrown into the attic as useless 
junk. The shooting cowboy and Jesse 
James were the ideals of our youth. The 
worship of wealth became a fetish. The 
church lacked a soul. Prevailing ignor- 
ance confessed itself by an idolatrous 
worship of schools. Billions of money 
were poured into costly buildings. 

But alas, the spirit that was necessary 
to breath life into this mass of mechan- 
ized civilization failed to come and still 
fails. We might as well admit it. We 
have the gold, but the market place does 
not contain what we seek. The ark ot 
the covenant is across reas, It is there 
we must go to find the links missing in 
our Own development.

A TARIFF-STRANGLED WORLD. 

All the economists can’t be wrong. When those 
specialists, practically to a man, insist that the. tow- 
ering tariff walls erected by almost all the nations 
since the war are strangling trade and are largely 
responsible for the blight that has settled upon the 
world, it does seem as if the heads of Governments 
should seriously consider such expert and obviously 
sincere judgment. And when the situation, instead 
of showing improvement, steadily grows worse, the 
obligation presses heavily, indeed, upon men €n- 
trusted with the direction of public affairs to junk 
practices and policies that have failed and try to 
chart ways that will lead to relief. 

It was reported by the Financial Committee of the 
League of Nations to the Assembly at Geneva last 
week that the world’s financial crisis is unpresed- 
ented and “may well become gradually or suddenly 
more acute and more widespread.” Echoing that 
gloomy sentiment was a resolution inspired by En- 
gland’s agitation for abandoning her historic . free 
trade policy and joining in the tariff dance of death, 
yoicing the hope that “every country will do its ut- 
most to avoid any such commercial policy as would 
tend to increase the economic disequilibrium.” This 
petition was supported by Belgium, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Sweden, Norway and Luxemburg. 

It is. the consensus of economists that the pres- 
ent depression is a consequence of the destruction of 
the World War and could not have been avoided by 
the genius of the most exalted statesmanship. But 
its severity could have been reduced. The fact that, 
instead of the least possible depression, the world has 
been plunged into its worst commercial and finan- 
cial experience, is of course chargeable to statesman- 
ship everywhere. There has been blundering enough 
in high places and unenlightened selfishness enough 
to go all the way round. But because of our major 
position in the world there is no gainsaying the un- 
happy truth that the United States made a major 
contribution to the folly that has finally clogged the 
wheels when, in defiance of public opinion, the pro- 
test of our economists and the angry remonstrance 
of the world, we enacted the monstrosity known as 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff act. 

What that law did has been told over and over 
again, but apparently there is no choice but to keep 
on telling it over and over again until the abomi- 
nable act is repealed and a new tariff measure is 
drafted in accord with the new conditions of a new 
world. Our present tariff law has made it diffi- 
cult for any nation to trade with us, and in many 
instances impossible. The classic example of the 
Hawley-Smoot infamy is the Swiss watch industry, 
which has been literally ruined by duties that ex- 
clude the products of that industry from our mar- 
ket. In greater or less degree that has been the act’s 
effect everywhere. So we find ourselves today with 
enormous surpluses of goods and products of every 
description which we are unable to sell because the 
people who formerly bought them are unable to buy. 
It is elementary that, if we won’t let people sell to 
us, they can’t buy from us, but the Grundy gang of 
protectionists could not, or would not, acknowledge 
that truth. That truth, however, is recorded now in 
the steadily declining volume of exports since the 
passage of the indefensible act. It is recorded in the 
lowest prices on the books for such staples as wheat 
and cotton. It is recorded in our 7,000,000 of unem- 
ployed workers. 

Transportation and communication have trans- 
formed the world of yesterday into one great com- 
mercial community. It is as important to conserve 
and maintain the buying power of the foreign mar- 
ket as that of the home market, as long as our pros- 
perity depends on our export trade. And that is the 
job we must undertake and carry through to com- 
pletion; either that or we must turn in on ourselves 
industrially and commercially, say good-by to the rest 
of the world, buy no goods but our own, sell to no- 
body but ourselves. That is the hermitage to which 
our philosophy of tariff exclusion condemns us. It is 
impossible under any circumstances. It is prepos- 
terously impossible in a world indebted to us in bil- 
lions and which we shall have to continue to finance 
until it emerges from the insolvency of the World 
War. | 

Naturally the other nations will have to lower 
their tariff walls, too. In no other way can the chan- 
nels of trade be opened and the streams of com- 
merce—the world’s economic lifeblood—be made 
again to flow. | 

A difficult task, as difficult, perhaps, as states- 
manship ever had to grapple with. It is an interna- 
tional problem and the brains of the nations will 
have to accomplish its solution. But the initiative in 
this colossal project of reconstruction must, we be- 
lieve, be supplied by us as the richest nation, the 
creditor nation, the nation surpassing all others in 
the science of production and natural resources. 
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THE KEEPER OF THE JEWEL BOX. 

Old John Moritz lived and worked in a blaze of 
beauty.

MONOPOLY AND THE ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 


The past year has seen a strong and organized at- 
tack on the Shérman and Clayton acts. It is now 
rare for the prophets of business to gather in con- 
vention or at the banquet board without some voice 
being raised against our “antiquated anti-trust laws” 
and the “wastes of competition” which they are al- 


leged to cause. . ee 
Yet since Mr. Harding came to the White House 


the anti-trust laws have been almost a Zeaq letter. As 


part of their philosophy that the road to national 
prosperity lay in giving to business everything that 
its heart could desire, the administrations of the past 
10 years have taken an almost apologetic attitude to- 
ward this legislation. Except for a few sporadic dis- 
plays at enforcement, staged for public effect, it had 
been practically nullified by administrative inaction. 
This was well understood by business,.and loud were 
the praises of this “common sense” and “practical” 
attitude of the Government toward the efforts of in- 
dustrial leaders to “stabilize industry,” “reduce cross 
freights” and “eliminate wasteful competition,” all, of 
course, for the benefit of the public. : : 

Some Rip Van Winkle of 1928 who awakened today 
would rub his eyes in wonderment to read that these 
anti-trust laws are now the blight to progress. The 
situation would be humorous were it not for the fact 
that, through sheer power of repetition and mass ad- 
vertising, self-interested propagandists bid fair to 
persuade the public that they should tear away the 
remnants of protection that these laws give to the 
small business man and the consumer. .- 

A vigorous response to this attack has recently 
been made by Frank A. Fetter in a book entitled 
“The Masquerade of Monopoly,” from which extracts 
are published elsewhere on this page. The author, 
who is professor of political economy in Princeton 
University, served as economic counsel to the As- 
sociated States opposing Pittsburg plus in the famous 
case in which the Federal Trade Commission ordered 
the Steel Corporation to discontinue the Pittsburg plus 
practice, to the immediate benefit of St. Louis and 
other Western cities. Not only does he deny that the 
anti-trust laws are to blame for wasteful competition, 
but he holds that it is the flouting of these laws, 
through discriminatory prices—in many cases disad- 
vantageous to the West—that has led to excess plant 
capacity, cross freights and wasteful duplication. He 
points out that the system of delivered prices 
throughout an industry, as involved in Pittsburg plus 
and similar arrangements, is possible only through 
agreement or the shaking of a big stick by the mar- 
ket leader. 

Appealing to history and present day competitive 
conditions in agriculture, he shows that true com- 
petition is not price discrimination to get business 
at all costs, but equality of prices to all customers 
under similar conditions; that is, the mill base, or 
f. o. b. price. Discrimination, of which the big com- 
binations so piously disapprove, he finds in fact the 
principal means by which monopoly control has been 
made effective—the masquerade of monopoly. He be- 
lieves it would take but a small change in judicial 
interpretation and a vigilant administration to stop 
such discriminations, whether they be price wars to 
drive out competitors or delivered prices, which 
mean discriminatory prices at the factory, set by a 
market leader and followed by other producers under 
the threat of the mailed fist. 

It is along lines such as these, rather than by lis- 
tening to the siren voices of the slanderers of the 
Sherman Act, that the preservation of America’s 
priceless tradition of commercial liberty and free- 
dom of economic opportunity is to be sought. As 
Mr. Fetter says, “The betrayal of the Sherman Act by 
the administrative departments of the Government 
seems ground for a change of administration rather 
than for a repudiation of the policy of the law.”. 
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THE BARR BRANCH LIBRARY. . 


In observing its twenty-fifth anniversary, the Barr 
Branch calls attention to a notable date in the his- 
tory of the St. Louis Public Library. Its opening 
in September, 1906, marked the beginning of 
the branch library system. Barr was the first. Built 
with funds from Carnegie, on the site at Jefferson 
and Lafayette presented by William Barr;.a wealthy 
merchant, it opened the way for a program of taking 
books to the people of St.,Louis which has provided 
the city with no less than 18 branches. Appropriate- 
ly and with timeliness, the anniversary emphasizes 
one of the many sérvices of Frederick William Leh- 
mann to St. Louis—his presidency of the Public Li- 
brary Board from 1899 to 1911. He it was who ded- 
icated the Barr Branch, and his address upon that 
occasion is still considered the best review of the 
Library’s history from its establishment in the year 
of Appomattox until that time. The work at Barr 
Branch is, so to speak, in the historic log cabin of 
a cultural pioneer. 
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NOT FOR THE BISHOP. 


Gov. Roosevelt has been having altogether too 
smooth sailing toward the Democratic nomination 
for President. Somebody was bound to cut across 
his bow, and that somebody is none other than the 
redoubtable Bishop Cannon. Just back from. Europe, 
the Bishop broadcasts that Mr. Roosevelt is as un- 
acceptable as was Alfred E. Smith, and that he will 
fight any contender who is not whole-heartedly for 
the eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act.

But 
we are digressing: The War of 32 is the question 
before the house. As a gself-commissioned officer in 
that war the Bishop is ready as ever to fight, bleed 
and die, but one wonders if the volunteers will rally 
to his banner as nobly. as in-that far-off year before 
the depression.

tory of America, indeed of all free 

social institutions throughout the world. 
For two generations our people and our 
governmental agencies have first resolved 
boldly to maintain the system of commer- 
cial liberty, then weakly doubted whether 
it could be done. Meantime, the forces of 
self-interest and special privilege have 
never slept and never faltered. The battle 
is not yet decided; on some parts of the 
field the principles of industrial freedom 
seem to be fairly secure; elsewhere the 
forces of monopoly are confidently trium- 
phant. 

Popular faith in the older ideals has been 
undoubtedly much weakened in the last two 
decades by a_ well-organized propaganda 
constantly pounding in our ears the faults 
and failures of the Sherman Act and the 
necessity of a radical revision of its terms 
—if not of its complete repeal. We stand 
now at the parting of the ways and must 
choose, whether we will or not, the road 
to greater artificial control of prices by 
private privilege or the road that leads to- 
ward freer markets and personal freedom 
safeguarded by. public agencies. After a 
period of comparative respite from these 
complaints, during the super-speculative 
peried culminating in 1929, when the com- 
binations and industrial conspiracies had 
everything that their hearts could desire, the 
agitation for trust law revision, as one jour- 
nal puts it, “has taken on new vigor as a 
result of the difficult conditions created by 


the business depression.”’ 
ae - 
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Thomas W. Lamont, spokesman for the 
House of Morgan, has recently attracted 
wide attention by his declaration that 

our somewhat antiquated anti-truet laws have 
been in part responsible for encouraging excts- 
sive construction of plant and cquipment in the 
industrial field. . The present law constitutes 
almost a matidate to every wide-awake manu- 
facturer to duplicate the facilities of his rival, 
and the restilt is bound to be a great economic 
waste. I am not assuming to suggest the sort 
of remedial I¢gisistion that should be had in 
order to avoid this obvious wastage of capital 
brought about through almost unbridled com- 
petition. 

Mr. Lamont’s charge that the present 
laws compel “wide-awake manufacturers” 
to duplicate wastefully the facilities of their 
competitors has no rational basis of fact. 
The insinuation is that mergers are im- 
possible under the present law (this in 
view of the recent history of unhindered 
mergers!). Yet we are told that manu- 
facturers can never buy up their competi- 
tors’ plants and therefore can competsé only 
by uselessly duplicating plants! Nor has 
the Sherman Act compelled “unbridled” 


T tor present is a fateful hour in the his- 


~ competition,-. Mr. Lamont places the blame 


for excess capacity. upon the laws forbid- 
ding restraint and conépiracy although this 
difficulty is most pronounced in those very 
industries in which the anti-trust laws have 
been most flouted. Let the apologist for 
monopoly laugh that off if he can. It is 
the violation (not the observance) of the 
law that has caused such wasteful dupli- 
cation. Much of the récent outcry against 
the Sherman Act is like the ery of “stop 
thief” by the real criminals joining in the 
chase. 

Most of the “wasteful duplication” and 


| 


“destructive competition” attributed to that 
statute by its critics is truly the result of 
discrimination in prices. To the economic 
eye, discrimination appears to be about as 
illegal under the terms of the law of 1890 
(if soundly interpreted and enforced) as 
under the Clayton Act. The sort of talk 
that we have been listening to may be lIa- 
beled: slandering the Sherman Act. The 
campaign has been carried on for 40 years. 
until, like persistent advertising, it is be- 
lieved by multitudes just because they have 
seen it and heard it so often. 

‘With short-sighted greed for quick prof- 
its, industrialists fix and maintain prices 
so high that demand is much curtailed, and 
at the same time inefficient producers are 
enabled to survive and even to increase 
their capacity. . This adds powerfully to the 
unhealthy forces of inflation and specula- 
tion, only to make the _ general collapse 
more disastrous by the still greater collapse 
in these particular industries. Having 
brought upon thémselves the righteous 
penalties for their sins against economics 
and-the anti-trust laws, these industrial 
leaders have the temerity to launch a re- 
newed attack upon the Sherman Act at this 
very time, denouncing it as the cause of 
all their troubles, 

« + - 


~ This is no time to weaken or amend the 


Sherman Act. The more we have studied 
it and the history of the ineffective at- 
tempts to enforce it, the greater has be- 
come our respect for its original simplicity, 
direttnéss and adequacy of wording for the 
purpose intended. The same must be said 
less einphatically of the Clayton Act, by 
which Congress sought to repair the havoc 
wrought in the Sherman Act by adminis- 
trative bungling and injudicious decisions. 
James Bryce declared that the colonists of 
New England: could make any sort of writ- 
ten constitution work, whereas the most 
ideal document of words is a dead letter 
in a nation whose citizens are unfit for 
self-government. So where and how could 
we begin, and how tinker with our present 
statutes to improve their wording? And 
when the repairs are made, are the new 
laws, all slick and shiny, to be handed over 
to the same agencies of non-enforcement 
and to be interpreted in the same man- 
ner? There is, after all, more hope in the 
slower but surer processés Of education. 
A great burdén of proof is on those who 
would substitute for the compétition of ef- 
ficient independént operating units of in- 


‘dustry in our capitalistic system, networks 


of artificial pricé agreements, and the ideal 
and practice of the vast financial consoli- 
dations, mergers of mergers far beyond the 
point justified by technical efficiency. Al- 
most, by conspiracy of reitération from 


powerful influences, this burden of proof 


has been artfully shifted. Unified control 
of prices under the attractive alias of ‘‘co- 
operation” is to take the place of orderly, 
regulated competition as the rule of the 
market, A chorus of self-interested propa- 
gandists has tried and almost succeeded for 
a time in making us believe that in this 
“new era,” monopoly and not competition 
is the life of trade. In economics that is

Strickland.

Mrs. Mary Thefs Strickland, 4527 
Clayton avenue, was recognized to- 
day as the widow of Albin Strick- 
land, retired grocer who died Oct. 
4, 1929, with the right to share as 
a common law wife in his $150,000 
estate, in a decision made by Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp. The action 
came on Mrs. Strickland’s motion 
to be allowed support as a Widow. 
which the Court sustained. 

The specific allowance was $2800 
and the household furniture, 
awarded as support pending the 
settlement of the estate. Mrs. 
Strickland claims a half interest 
in the estate. Strickland’s will left 
his estate to a group of nepnews 
and nieces, with a niece, Mrs. Sam- 
uel Ludwig, 4559 Wichita avenue, 
as principal beneficiary. Other 
relatives have since attempted to 
break the will, | 

The Court has had the case un- 
der advisement since last April. 
At that time Mrs. Strickland tes- 
tified that she had gone through a 
civil ceremony with Strickland in 
1915, believing that his wife was 
dead, only to learn two years after 
that the first Mrs. Strickland had 
died in the Fulton State Asylum. 
A wedding ring, bearing the  in- 
scription “A. S. to M. T.,” dated 
1918, was introduced in evidence. 

She said that she had continued 
to live with him until his death. 
"Vitnesses testified that she had 
been his housekeeper and had aid- 
ed him in business. Letters bear- 
ing Strickland’s signature, . and 
written a few months before his 
death, statéd that Mrs. Strickland 
should be recognized as his wife, 
and that his estate should be dis- 
tributed accordingly. The signa- 


ture on the Jetters was identified) 


as his. . 
Relatives named in the will in- 
troduced testimony to show that 
Strickland had often referred to 
Mrs. Strickland as his housekeep- 
er, and had made it plain she was 
“not his wife.

Japanese-owned South Manchurian 
Railway, which connects there with 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, itself 
the source of much discord between 
China and Russia. 

It also was reported the Chinese 
authorities were moving one divi- 
sion of troops from Kirin to Chien- 
tao. 

News agencies carried reports 
from China that Nanking officials 
favored appointment of a joint 
Chinese-Japanese commission in an 
endeavor to solve some three hun- 
dred outstanding questions of Man- 
churian policy, some of which have 
been hanging fire for months and 
even years. Vernacular newspapers 
indicated many high officials here 
favor the proposal. 

The fighting at Feitaying, Kwan-/4d 
chengtse and Nanling Friday was 
reported to have cost the lives of 
65 Japanese soldiers. Chinese cas- 
ualties could not be determined, 
but were said to hmve been “con4 
siderable.” 

Says China Will Not Fight. 

Chang Hsueh-Liang, Military | ie, 
Governor of Manchuria, from 
hospital room at Pieping, assert- 
ed that he had ordered his troops 
to make no resistance against the 
Japanese and that there was no 
organized retaliation by Chinese 
forces. The youthful Governor as- 
serted China would refuse to be 
drawn into armed conflict with 
Japan. 

“The world has been afforded 
the spectable for some time past of 
war being manufactured,” he said. 
“It now has been launched so far 
as Japan is concerned, but China 


has no intention of being an armed 
party to it.”*.

Warned Against 
Trying Too Much 
ductor Says New Plan Is 


Needed to Combine 
Career and Home. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19%. 

IRLS seven or eight years ago 
Gas not know whether they 

wanted a home or a career. 
Today they want both. 

But Mrs. Sidonie Matsner Griien- 
berg, director of the Child Study 
Association of America and icc- 
turer in parent education in the 
Child Development Institute, Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, 
says they now regard work from 
the point of view of the family. 

“Our generation had to prove 
that women can have an education 
and a business career,” Mrs. Grucn- 
berg said today. “We proved that 
and now women are no longer a 
novelty in any field in which men 
formerly were featured alone. 

“But sometimes we clan too 
much. For instance, in order to be 
given a chance, women had to claim 
they could take care of a famity, 
children, and a home on the side. 

Today, however, they realize they 
must plan their choice of home life, 
she said. They know there is some- 
thing wrong between having tov 
much or nothing. 

“If a woman has only been a 
mother. she reaches 46 with her 
work practically done. Her chidren 
are grown. She must sit at home 
awaiting a future of inactivity. 

“On the other hand, she sees the 
family and home suffer when she 
devotes her maturity to a full-time 
job,” Mrs. Gruenberg explained. 

“School teachers are given a va- 
cation every seven years,” she said. 
“If the business and social world 
| allowed women time to have chil- 
dren and then would take them 
back into their employ they would 
find their employes richer in expe- 
rience and personality. 

' “In the present family, no one 
wants to be sacrificed. Being a 
martyr is out of fashion. Women 
want a home of their own and they 
want to have children, but they 
want @ career, too. The system 
shovld be revised to allow for hoth
